SPORT stars and community heroes from 
across Dudley borough were recognised in 
the Queen’s New Year’s Honours List. 

Pamela Preston, of Dudley, aged 66, has 
been awarded a British Empire Medal for 
her services to The Samaritans over the 
past nine years. 

Mrs Preston, who is also the deputy re¬ 
gional director for Samaritans, said: “I 
would like to accept this on behalf of all the 
volunteers and the work they do.” 

Halesowen cycling star Helen Scott has 
been honoured with an MBE for her success 
in Rio and services to cycling. 

The 26-year-old stormed to victory in the 
B 1,000 metres time trial along with partner 
Sophie Thornhill. The pair set a Paralympic 


record time to take GB’s sixth gold of the 
Games. 

Camilla Phillips from Halesowen has 
been awarded an MBE for services to the 
community through The Hope Centre in 
Halesowen. She has dedicated herself to 
helping the residents of Halesowen, in par¬ 
ticular the Highfields estate. 

Following the closure of the Lighthouse 
project the 56-year-old was working on in 
2009, she decided to volunteer full-time to 
keep the service going for the community, 
using the former Lighthouse building to 
form the Hope Centre in Andrew Road. 

She said: “I was really shocked when I 
first found out - I thought someone was 
playing a joke on me. It’s a huge honour. 


“I may be the one receiving the award but 
it’s really a team effort.” 

Dr David Hegarty, chairman of Dudley 
Clinical Commissioning Group has been 
awarded an MBE for services to primary 
care. 

Dr Hegarty, also a partner at Wychbury 
Medical Practice in Stourbridge, said: “I be¬ 
lieve this honour is attributable to the many 
committed people who I have had the pleas¬ 
ure of working with over the last 26 years.” 

Ian Powell, of Sedgley, former chairman 
of accountants PricewaterhouseCoopers has 
been made a Knights Batchelor. He joined 
the firm in 1977 straight from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Polytechnic. He led PwC through the fi¬ 
nancial crisis and helped it expand. 


Parking wrangle drives homeowner round the bend 


BOLLARDS BLOCK 
NEW DRIVEWAY 


PARKING wars in a Black Country street are driving one 
man up the wall after he came home from work to find 
bollards blocking his new £5,000 drive. 

Nigel Serrell splashed out on transforming his back garden into a 
driveway, to try and avoid parking rows with neighbours, only for a 
housing association to put up bollards blocking access to his new block- 
paved driveway 

The salesman couldn’t believe it when he returned to his home of 18 years on Halesowen 
Street in Rowley Regis, to find the barrier 


posts, complete with a sign declaring ‘pri¬ 
vate property’, had been installed on the 
land that provides access to his drive. 

Mr Serrell, aged 58, also claims his car 
was damaged in April last year whilst 
parked on the street at the back of the 
properties. Following that incident he went 
to the police, who advised him to create a 
secure parking space in his garden. 

Precaution 

He also installed CCTV cameras as an 
extra precaution. 

While he himself is not a Midland Heart 
tenant, Mr Serrell says he kept in contact 
with the housing association throughout 
his work as he was aware that they owned 
the surrounding properties. 

He says that they advised him that there 
would not be an issue because the road is 
not adopted. 

However, a neighbour subsequently 
claimed she owns the land at the rear of 
his house leading to his new drive. 

Mr Serrell made the shock discovery of 
the bollards when he returned from his job 
in marketing and sales at a painter and 
decorator business. 

He said: “It was on July 31,1 remember 
that day clearly. I drove back from work

and there they were. I had no notification 
at all. They waited until I was at work. I’ve 
seen on my camera that it was at about 
10am they did it. They knew full well I’d be 
out all day. I thought ‘what the hell’s going 
on here?”’ 

Adding to his problems, a dilapidated and 
untaxed car with a puncture has also been 
dumped in front of the bollards. 

Mr Serrell said: “I have lived here for 16 
years and never before had any problem. 
I’m not demanding the earth. I just want to 
get access on to my own property.” 

Mr Serrell said that he has been in regu¬ 
lar contact with Midland Heart, ward coun¬ 
cillors and Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP 
James Morris. 

Director of Housing Management at 
Midland Heart, Nigel Collumbell said: “We 
have been working locally with residents for 
some time to understand and resolve the 
complex issues around parking and access 
via land owned by Midland Heart, which is 
designated for use by Midland Heart cus¬ 
tomers. These discussions are still on-going 
in order to find a fair solution for everyone 
involved.”

HOSPITAL 

Record numbers 
flocking to A&E 

MORE than 600 patients have been attend¬ 
ing the accident and emergency depart¬ 
ment at Russells Hall Hospital every day 
over the Christmas and New Year period. 

The number arriving by ambulance is up 
10 per cent on the same period a year ago. 

The ‘unprecedented’ demand has 
heaped pressure on staff and left the hos¬ 
pital struggling to cope. Bosses are braced 
for an even busier time ahead as tempera¬ 
tures plummet. 

The surge has prompted a desperate 
plea for people to only go to the hospital 
if they have a serious condition. It has also 
led to increased waiting times in A&E, with 
the hospital’s four-hour performance, the 
national NHS target, taking a hit.

Sainsbury’s checks 
out of Merry Hill 

AFTER serving customers for more 
than 27 years, Sainsbury’s at Merry Hill 
has shut its doors for the final time, with 
nearly 200 staff losing their jobs. 

The tills are ringing no more and 
many of the shelves were stripped bare 
on the final day, Thursday, as custom¬ 
ers and staff spoke of their sadness 
Sainsbury’s decision to pull out of 
the shopping centre, where it has had 
a presence since October 1989, was 
blamed on the store ‘underperforming’. 

It resulted in the loss of 193 jobs. 

BUILDING 

Work starts on £6m 
home for the elderly 

WORK is starting on the construction of a 
£6 million care home in Rowley Regis. 

The project is part of a link-up between 
Sandwell Community Caring Trust and 
Sandwell Council to provide modern facili¬ 
ties for older people. 

The new care home is being built on 
the site of Knowle House. When it is com¬ 
pleted, the staff and residents from Grafton 
Lodge in Grafton Road, Oldbury, will trans¬ 
fer to the building. 

Residents from Fountain Court in Mill- 
pool Way in Bearwood will also be moved 
into the up-to-date facilities at the Rowley 
Regis site. 
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Addict threatened to Taser his mother 


A DRUG addict who threatened to Taser his moth¬ 
er is starting a five-year prison sentence. 

Richard Swift trashed his mother Gillian’s home 
in Cobham Road, Halesowen. 

The 25-year-old defendant ripped a bag contain¬ 
ing his car keys from her with such force that she 
was left with a two-inch friction burn across her 
chest, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

Police arriving at the scene in Halesowen had to 
swerve to avoid a crash Swift sped away from the 
cul-de-sac. But his escape was halted when a tyre 
on his vehicle was burst by a police stinger laid in 
the vehicle’s pather by officers. 

Prosecutor Walter Bealby said there had been 


an argument between mother and son in which 
Richard Swift had threatened her with the elec¬ 
tro-shock stun weapon, which was disguised as a 
torch. “He said ‘Don’t make me Taser you’,” said 
Mr Bealby. 

At the time of the incident on May 16, 2015, the 
defendant was spending £40-a-day on cannabis and 
up to £300-a-week on cocaine. 

He had been in possession of the Taser weapon 
for some time. He later said it was for personal 
protection in case he fell into debt to a violent drug 
dealer. 

Police confirmed it was a working stun weapon. 

Mr Simon Rippon, defending, told the court that 


his client had made a grave mistake and Richard 
Swift had described his mother ‘as the most impor¬ 
tant person in his life’. 

“He is a young man with a good work record who 
is loved, but has made a grave mistake at a time 
of serious personal upset. The circumstances were 
regrettable,” said Mr Rippon. 

“He was suffering from a depressive illness for 
which his use of illicit drugs was wholly inappro¬ 
priate.” 

Swift’s mother urged the court not to jail her 
son. But Richard Swift, of Meadow Lane, Newcas¬ 
tle-under-Lyme, was sent to jail for five years after 
pleading guilty to possession of a disguised firearm. 


Glassboys face fine 
over Cup match flare 


STOURBRIDGE FC could be fac¬ 
ing a fine after a flare was thrown 
onto the pitch during the FA Cup 
win over Northampton Town. 

The Glassboys have been reported 
to the Football Association after the 
flare was thrown during celebrations 
following Jack Duggan’s winning goal. 

It brings a sour note to what was one of 
the biggest wins in the club’s history and 
secured them a place in the third round of 
the FA Cup for the first time. 

Stourbridge chairman Andy Pountey 
warned any fans who bring flares to the 
War Memorial Ground in future will be 
banned. The club has previously been 
warned about flares and smoke bombs. 

A statement from Mr Poutney on the 
club website said: “Bringing any pyrotech¬ 
nic device into a football stadium in the UK 
is a criminal offence; this is clearly stated 
in our Ground Regulations document. 

“Sadly, we have seen similar incidents 
of this nature occur before. Following each 
of these, we were warned about our future 
conduct by the FA, but fortunately escaped 
any further action at the time. 

Implications 

“Despite previous warnings to support¬ 
ers, the actions of one individual could have 
implications for the whole of the football 
club, and how the FA will decide on this 
occasion we don’t know. We can assure you 
that if any other supporter lets a flare off 
at any of our games going forward they will 
banned indefinitely. 

“We can also assure you that if we find 
out who the individual was that let the 
flare off on December 13 they will also be 
treated in the same manner. 

“It’s hard enough running the club with¬ 
out having to deal with this stupidity, so 
please just come along, have a great day 
and don’t ruin it for everyone else.” 

The Glassboys netted £27,000 in prize 
money for getting through to the third 
round and having to give some of it back in 
the form of a fine would be a crushing blow. 

Stour take on Wycombe Wanderers in 
the next round on Saturday. A win against 
the League One club would see the Glass¬ 
boys receive a further windfall of more 
than £70,000.

THE Mary Stevens Hospice has 
been surprised by an extra £10,000 
donation from a benevolent busi¬ 
nessman, who embarked upon a 
year of fundraising. 

Dave Berry decided he would 
collect the money for ‘A Year of 
Celebrations’ to simultaneously 
commemorate his 80th birthday, 
the 50th anniversary of his com¬ 
pany - Berry’s Fuelling Technolo¬ 
gies - and the 25th anniversary of 
the Mary Stevens Hospice. 

The Halesowen businessman 


took part in a John O’Groats to 
Land’s End challenge in August, 
driving the length of the country 
and stopping off to collect dona¬ 
tions from numerous colleagues 
and business partners he has 
worked with since starting his com¬ 
pany in 1966. 

A devoted fundraiser for the 
Stourbridge hospice, this latest ef¬ 
fort by Dave saw his total collected 
for the hospice surpass £40,000 
and he then decided to make it up 
to £50,000. 


Charlotte Schofield, head of 
fundraising at the hospice, said: 
“Dave had already contributed so 
much to this hospice and our abil¬ 
ity to look after people. When he 
called a meeting with us, we obvi¬ 
ously went in already full of grati¬ 
tude. When he pulled out a cheque 
for £10,000, we were stunned.” 

The donation couldn’t be better 
timed, as the hospice has launched 
its largest fundraising campaign, to 
secure £3 million to refurbish the 
day services unit. 


Fireworks 
ban petition 
signed by 
thousands 

MORE than 3,300 people in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire have backed 
a petition calling on the Government to 
ban the sale of fireworks to the public. 

The petition, which has been signed 
by about 150,000 people across the coun¬ 
try, wants only organised displays to be 
approved to help prevent injuries and 
protect animals. 

But in a response, the Government 
said it had no plans to limit the sale and 
use of fireworks any further. 

In the run-up to the new year celebra¬ 
tions, which saw the sky set alight, there 
was a rush to sign the petition. 

Across the region, 560 in Dudley and 
Wyre Forest backed the campaign with 
500 signing their support in Walsall. 
There were 401 supporters in Wolver¬ 
hampton, 270 in West Bromwich, 198 
in Halesowen and Rowley Regis, 180 in 
Stourbridge and 99 in Warley. 

More than a thousand people signed 
the petition in Staffordshire, including 
281 in South Staffordshire. 

Despite the tens of thousands of re¬ 
sponses nationwide, the matter will not 
be debated in Parliament, as it was pre¬ 
viously discussed in June. 

Mike Old, who created the petition, 
wrote: “Every year people are hurt, 
burnt, maimed and even lose their lives 
through accidents involving fireworks. 
“Every year people are terrorised by the 
misuse of fireworks. Every year animals 
are hurt and traumatised by fireworks.” 

A Government spokesman said only 
an anti-social minority used fireworks 
dangerously and inconsiderately. 

Merry Hill Tiger 
store ‘to dose' 

A GIFT and gadget shop at the Merry 
Hill centre is closing down, according to 
retail bosses. 

Danish retailier Tiger, which came to 
Merry Hill in spring 2014, sells its own 
branded and designed products which 
range from kitchen gadgets and home- 
ware to stationery, children’s toys and 
hobby items. 

Merry Hill tweeted: “We’re disap¬ 
pointed to hear that Tiger is closing 
down. This is a commercial decision 
taken by Tiger. We wish their staff well.” 

A member of staff at Tiger said it 
would close on Wednesday, January 11, 
but declined to comment further. 

This latest store closure follows the 
recent shutdowns of both Sainsbury’s 
and BHS at the Brierley Hill mega-mall.

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Charges for 
burials set 
to increase 
in borough 

THE cost of dying will increase across 
Dudley from the new year - with bur¬ 
ial and cremation charges set to rise 
by almost 10 per cent. 

It will cost £975 to bury an adult - a 
£72 rise - under the authority’s new 
bereavement charges for 2017. A child 
burial will rise £14 to £194. 

An adult cremation will increase 
from £752 to £812, with cremations 
for children rising by £7 to £97. 

The burial or cremation of a still¬ 
born baby, or a baby aged under one 
month, will remain free. 

Dudley Council leader Pete Lowe 
admitted last year that funeral costs 
were expected to rise as the authority 
battles to meet its target of saving £25 
million over the next three years. 

The cost of memorials in cemeteries 
will increase by £20 to £276. A memo¬ 
rial on a baby’s grave will now cost an 
extra £5 at £77. The council is aiming 
to make an extra half a million from 
bereavement services up to 2020. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, for 
planning and economic development, 
said: “We have already invested 
£lmillion to upgrade cremation facili¬ 
ties at Gornal Wood Crematorium and 
last year we opened a new cemetery 
in Dudley. 

“The council will also need to spend 
in the region of £800,000 to upgrade 
facilities at Stourbridge Crematorium 
and we have a legal responsibility to 
take on the maintenance of closed 
churchyards. We have to look at ways 
of funding these improvements in 
such an essential service at such a dif¬ 
ficult time for people.” 


3,000 sign leisure 
centres petition 

PROTESTERS have reached a mile¬ 
stone in their petition against the 
closure of three leisure centres in the 
Dudley borough. 

More than 3,000 signatures have 
been gained on paper and e-petitions 
by the Save Our Leisure Centres 
group. It means that the group could 
now push for a full council debate on 
the matter. 

Dudley Council wants to demolish 
Halesowen Leisure Centre, Dudley 
Leisure Centre and The Crystal Lei¬ 
sure Centre, in Stourbridge, and then 
build two new facilities. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed said it 
was likely to be another three years 
before plans came to fruition and that 
the public would be consulted ‘at the 
appropriate time’.

Couple admit charges 
after wedding scam 


THIS is the double-dealing business¬ 
woman who pocketed over £100,000 
while her wedding catering company 
brought heartbreak to brides through¬ 
out the country. 

Her husband, Ryan Holt, has pleaded guilty 
to money laundering. 

Lisa Holt was the brains behind the online firm 
Bake A Cake that let down scores of couples who 
had paid for slap up meals, wedding cakes, choco¬ 
late fountains, DJs, decorations and photo booths 
that never arrived on their big day. 

Several had paid over £1,000 each when they 
discovered that the Halesowen-based firm had sud¬ 
denly closed in the summer of 2015. 

The mother-of-two has been warned she faces jail 
after admitting a wedding catering con that cost 
brides-to-be and companies over £100,000. 

Scores of couples had their big day blighted by 
Lisa Holt’s firm. Dudley Trading Standards De¬ 
partment received 150 complaints involving a 
total of £56,000 worth of broken promises by the 
company, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard on 
Tuesday that up to 500 more people made similar 
claims on social media after the business collapsed. 

Internet 

Internet giant Wowcha, that offers deals by third 
parties, also fell victim to the fraudster after she 
lied to it about her firm’s resources, falsely claim¬ 
ing to have 16 photo booths and ten staff. 

The two sides reached an agreement for her to 
provide photo booths and chocolate fountains at 
weddings and parties which Wowcha advertised on 
its website and paid her a share of the booking fees. 

She pocketed up to £46,000 from this arrange¬ 
ment but did not provide the photo booths for 556 
people, leaving Wowcha to refund customers. The 
overall bill could have been as high as £80,000 when 
their anticipated profit was taken into account. 

Holt, 41, of Albert Road, Halesowen - who arrived 
at court on crutches - pleaded guilty to defrauding 
Bake A Cake customers between May 1 and August 
31 2015 and making false representations to Wow¬ 
cha on July 15, 2015. She further admitted making 
a false claim to AXA insurance on August 18, 2016, 
that a £6,000 hog roast machine had been stolen 
during a purported burglary.

Her husband Ryan, of the same age and address, 
pleaded guilty to money laundering. He admitted 
converting criminal property by transferring funds 
between bank accounts registered to him and his 
wife. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting for Dudley Coun¬ 
cil, told the court: “We accept this was a business 
which started out legitimately, and became fraud¬ 
ulent. 

“We do not accept the claim from Mrs Holt that

one of the reasons it failed was because of a hate 
campaign against her by competitors.” 

She said in her basis of plea ‘robbing Peter to pay 
Paul while the business was not financially viable’. 

The couple were remanded on bail for pre-sen¬ 
tence reports until February 3 when full details of 
the case are expected to be outlined to the court. 

Judge Barry Berlin told them: “These are very se¬ 
rious offences and an immediate custodial sentence 
is the likely outcome.” 
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Slip roads face 
overnight closures 

SLIP roads at Junction 2 of the M5 in 
the Black Country will be closed over¬ 
night for more than three months, 
forcing drivers to take long detours. 

Traffic will not be able to get on or 
off the motorway at Birchley Island, 
in Oldbury, from January 16 to May 
1 between 9pm and 6am, once the clo¬ 
sures come into force from January 
16. 

Northbound and southbound sides 
will be affected meaning motorists 
accessing the M5 during the night 
will have head to junctions near Hale¬ 
sowen or West Bromwich. 

Green light for 
apartments plan

near Halesowen town centre. 

The site will be in two separate 
blocks. Ech apartment will have two 
bedrooms and two bathrooms. Resi¬ 
dential parking will also be included. 

It will be situated next door to the 
Travelodge Hotel development on 
Whitehall Road, he site is currently 
under offer for £300,000 with property 
company Westbridge & Co. 

Plans for a Travelodge and KFC 
that created a total of 66 jobs were 
given the green light in 2010.

A FORMER Co-Op supermarket in 
Dudley has been put on the market 
to let after standing empty for more 
than two years. 

The Fisher Street building is oppo¬ 
site Dudley Bus Station, next to the 
Churchill Shopping Centre. 

It has shared access with Farmfoods 
and pedestrian access from both Bir¬ 
mingham Street and Birdcage Walk. 

Offers to let are invited for the site, 
which is on the market with commer¬ 
cial property company Innes England. 

NIP angry at hospital 
parking charge income 

DUDLEY North MP Ian Austin has 
hit out over the money made by hospi¬ 
tal parking charges last year. 

Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust made £455,000 in 2015-16. 

Mr Austin said: “I think the charges 
are outrageous. It’s terrible that we 
have to pay so much when going for 
treatment or visiting relatives.” 

Dr Paul Harrison, trust acting chief 
executive, said funds were used to¬ 
wards maintaining the car parks and 
delivering 24-hour CCTV.

The reverse 
is true. Look around you. Britain has a workforce of 32 
million and the fifth biggest economy in the world. We are 
a huge, busy and potent nation whose power and influ¬ 
ence have been limited by a failed 40-year experiment in 
being governed from Brussels. As that nice Mr Blair put it, 
things can only get better. And this time it’s true. 

JUST between you and me, I still fear that when we are 
finally declared to be Out of the EU, it will look suspi¬ 
ciously like In.

^Teenage burglar locked 
up for car key raids

A TEENAGE burglar who struck at two homes 
and then tried to break into a third during a 
16-day crime spree has been locked up for 
two years and three months. 

Damilola Johnson stole a £10,000 Audi A4 from 
the driveway of an address in Ridgefield Road, Hale¬ 
sowen, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

The 18-year-old, from Cradley Heath, got into the house 
in the middle of the night 
through an insecure rear 
window and took the ig¬ 
nition key from the living 
room, revealed Mr Nicholas 
Smith, prosecuting. 

The occupant went to the 
bathroom soon afterwards 
and watched in horror as the 
engine and headlights of his 
car were suddenly switched 
on. He ran downstairs as the 
vehicle left the driveway and 
discovered that a back door 
had been left wide open by 
the burglar. 

Johnson’s fingerprint was 
found on the frame of the 
window where the break in 
took place on June 21.

Five days later, a man 
living in in Yew Tree Road, 
Kidderminster, was woken 
by a noise and looked out of 
the window to find Johnson 
staring right back at him. 

Police were called and 
found the defendant in 
nearby Station Hill. He was 
freed on bail pending fur¬ 
ther inquiries. 

On July 7 Johnson broke 


into a house with two female 
occupants in Pensnett Road, 
Brierley Hill, at 1.15am. 

When the women shouted 
that they were about to call 
the police Johnson, who was 
trying to steal a BMW, fled 
instead with the keys to a 
Ford Fiesta at the address 
and sped off in the car be¬ 
fore police arrived. 

A policewoman found him 
hiding in a nearby shed but 
received bad bruising when 
pushed to the ground as 
Johnson tried to escape. He 
was caught by other officers. 

Mr Simon Burch, defend¬ 
ing, said the teenager was 
desperate for money to pay 
off a drug debt. 

Johnson, from Sidaway 
Street, who had previous 
convictions for shoplifting 
and possession of a bladed 
article, admitted two bur¬ 
glaries, attempted burglary 
and assault. 

He was sent to a Young 
Offenders Institution for 27 
months.

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Quest zone 
closes at 
Merry Hill 

THE Quest entertainment zone at 
Merry Hill closed suddenly just days 
before Christmas. 

A statement on the firm’s website 
confirmed the ‘incredibly difficult de¬ 
cision’ to close, which comes after a 
turbulent few weeks. 

Quest revealed in November that 
it was closing its outdoor play area 
as Merry Hill owner Intu wanted to 
use the area to create more parking 
spaces. 

Bosses said at the time that the 
blow of losing the outdoor play area 
would mean having to make changes 
in order to survive. 

But just six weeks later, the Quest 
zone closed with the shutters down 
following the shock decision. 

The company has previously faced 
difficulties during its time at Merry 
Hill and was saved from closure last 
year in a last-minute buyout. 

Quest owner has Mark Knox prom¬ 
ised to release more details about the 
decision to close at the Brierley Hill 
mall. 

The indoor part of the centre pro¬ 
vided a soft play area for youngsters 
while the centre was also home to 
Europe’s highest indoor ropes course 
and mini golf. The outdoor area had 
featured the Nerf combat arena. 

Merry Hill said it was ‘disappointed’ 
to lose Quest. 

GP in court over ten

A DUDLEY GP has appeared before 
Walsall magistrates charged with 10 
sexual assaults against three patients. 

Dr Jaswant Rathore, aged 59, of 
Ploughmans Walk, Wall Heath, made 
no plea. 

The case was sent to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court on January 20. Dr 
Rathore is on conditional bail. 


Councillors' allowances could 
be slashed to make savings 


Clubs are stunned by huge rent hike 



Club could be forced to move - Lye Town committee members Ray Cox and Dennis Hemmings at The Sports Ground 


LYE Town Football Club and Lye 
Cricket Club could be forced to move 
after being hit with a proposed 500 per 
cent rent rise by Dudley Council. 

Football club chairman Brian 
Blakemore said the hike on ground 
rent would be unaffordable and, if 
forced through, the non-league club 
would have to consider leaving its 
home of 87 years. 

The lease on The Sports Ground, on 


Stourbridge Road, is up for renewal. 
The council has agreed to extend it for 
another 20 years on the condition of a 
five-fold increase. 

Mr Blakemore said he was in negoti¬ 
ations with the council. The ground is 
shared with Lye Cricket Club, which is 
also involved in negotiations. Its chair¬ 
man Dave Borley said the cricket club 
would ‘struggle to survive’ if it had to 
pay the huge increase. 


Mr Blakemore, who has been chair¬ 
man of the Midland Football League 
outfit for six years, said the football 
club would look at trying to increase 
income through fundraising and spon¬ 
sorship, but may have to consider leav¬ 
ing it home since 1930. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed said: 
“We have a legal obligation to ensure 
the rent covers all of our assets to en¬ 
sure the public gets value for money.” 


COUNCILLORS could take a cut in their allowances as Dud¬ 
ley Council continues to look for new ways to save £25 mil¬ 
lion. 

Leader of the council, Councillor Pete Lowe, has put forward plans 
to cut his allowance by 10 per cent, while other councillors would lose 
five per cent. 

The leaders of both opposition groups have also agreed to lose 10 per cent 
from their allowances under the plans. 

It comes amid complex negotiations 
with unions over proposals to intro¬ 
duce changes to terms and conditions 
for all staff. The council promises to 
protect the lowest paid staff and a pay 
freeze will be introduced for those 
earning above £23,000 a year. 

The new plans also include three 
days unpaid annual leave to be taken 
over the Christmas shut down period. 

The proposals were agreed by cabi¬ 
net last month and will now form the 
basis of negotiations between unions 
and employees. 

Councillor Lowe said: “As leader of 
this council I have made a very clear 
commitment to cut my own leader al¬ 
lowance by 10 per cent. 

Challenging 

“We are facing some very challeng¬ 
ing times because of unprecedented 
and continued reductions in funding 
from national government, and it is 
important as councillors we lead from 
the front by cutting our own allow¬ 
ances to save money. 

“It is only fair to staff and the public 
that we are in this together in leaving 
no stone unturned in finding savings. 

“We must also make sure that the 
savings from staff terms and condi¬ 
tions are fair, which is why we are 
suggesting the lowest paid of our staff 
are protected from a pay freeze.”

Residents and volunteers have 
created a community allotment space 
alongside a handful of private allot¬ 
ments. The group has worked with 
Dudley Council for Voluntary Service 
on gaining charitable status. Michelle 
Betteridge, gardens trustee, said: “We 
are absolutely delighted.”

Voters should prove 
identity, says MEP 

PROPOSALS for voters to have to prove their identity at 
the ballot box has my full support. 

There have been squeals from some quarters about the 
Government’s proposals but it is, frankly, overdue. 

Fraud may not have been widespread, though no one can 
say for sure, but any such dishonesty taints our electoral 
system. 

And I am pleased that ‘harvesting’ postal votes for sub¬ 
mission by activists is to be banned. 

I personally would go further and tighten up the eligibil¬ 
ity of postal voters to those who are physically unable to get 
to a polling station. 

As places have shown postal voting offers an easy oppor¬ 
tunity for exploitation by those wishing to cheat the sys¬ 
tem. It is therefore appropriate that it is one of the places 
chosen for inclusion in this ID pilot scheme. 

For those without photo ID two or three forms of proof, 
such as utility bills, could be used. All adults, rich or poor, 
should have the ability to vote. 

The requirement for voter ID works in Northern Ireland 
and it should work here too.

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More than 100 new 
homes near hospital 
given the go-ahead 

PLANS to build 130 new homes close to Russells Hall 
Hospital have been approved, despite more than 100 ob¬ 
jections. 

The houses will be built on vacant land behind the 
hospital on the Russells Hall estate, despite fears over 
further parking congestion and the impact on wildlife, 
including badgers. 

Dudley Council’s planning chiefs felt that the benefits 
- such as affordable housing - outweighed the disadvan¬ 
tages with the project, a partnership between the council 
and housing developer Keepmoat. 

A total of 105 letters of objection were handed into the 
authority, while a petition against the plans received 69 
signatures. Dudley North MP Ian Austin had also raised 
concern. The original plans have been altered following 
concerns over access, now incorporating two entrances. 

Councillor Keiran Casey, vice-chairman of the devel¬ 
opment control committee, said: “The application has its 
advantages and disadvantages. Affordable housing will 
be delivered, which is the biggest benefit. The current 
land doesn’t really have a purpose. I understand the 
concerns, but from my personal opinion a lot of work 
has been done to address the access issue. The benefits 
outweigh the disadvantages.” 

Colin Knipe, on behalf of residents, said: “The devel¬ 
opment will lead to danger to pedestrians, even more 
traffic chaos and will have an adverse effect on shops. 
There hasn’t been any consideration about the impact 
that the 350 to 400 new occupants will have on local ser¬ 
vices.”

Concern over potential sale of 
football legend's relics to United 


MEMORABILIA of Black Country football leg¬ 
end Duncan Edwards is set to be sold to Man¬ 
chester United in a deal that could see it relocat¬ 
ed from Dudley to Old Trafford. 

The collection was based at Dudley Museum 
and Art Gallery in the town centre and was due 
be moved to Dudley Archives on Tipton Road 
amid the museum’s closure last month due to 
money-saving cuts. 

But now it has emerged that Edwards’ former 
club Manchester United have been in talks with 
members of his family to buy the collection. 

Sedgley UKIP councillor and West Midlands 
Euro MP Bill Etheridge has expressed concern 
that the memorabilia of a Dudley footballing 
hero could be lost to his home town. 

He said council officers are working on a deal 
that could see parts of the collection loaned 
back to go on display at Dudley Archives, if the 
Premiership giants buy ownership of the collec¬ 
tion devoted to one of their most famous players 
of the 1950s. 

History 

“The family have been very kind to allow the 
items to be on display to the public in Dudley for 
so long,” he said. “However, it appears that they 
have now decided to sell the collection. 

“I believe it is in the interests of the town to 
make some efforts to implore Manchester United 
to show some goodwill and allow some, if not all, 
of the items to remain on display here. 

“The club have an excellent museum of their 
own but I am sure they realise how big a part 
Duncan Edwards has played in Dudley’s history. 


“It is important we do our bit to preserve his 
legacy in the town for future generations.” 

Mr Etheridge said he has written to Manches¬ 
ter United requesting a meeting to discuss the 
club’s plans. 

Rose Cook, founder of the Duncan Edwards 
Foundation, said: “Duncan’s mum, Sarah, al¬ 
ways said she wanted his memorabilia to be in 
Dudley. Hopefully Manchester United will also 
see it this way, but regardless of what happens to 
the collection, Duncan’s legacy will still be kept 
alive in Dudley.” 

United and England player Edwards is hon¬ 
oured with a statue in the town centre and a 
plaque at his former home near Priory Park. He 
was a part of Manchester United’s famous Busby 
Babes side. He died aged 21 in 1958 of injuries 
sustained in the Munich air disaster, which 
claimed the lives of seven of his team mates, 
among 23 fatalities. 

Dudley Council cabinet member for economic 
development, Councillor Khurshid Ahmed said: 
“We are in discussions with the family who own 
the Duncan Edwards collection about its future. 

“Duncan Edwards’s legacy is a very impor¬ 
tant part of our tourism and clearly we will do 
everything we can to continue to celebrate his 
life in Dudley.” 

The Duncan Edwards & Local Sporting Heroes 
Gallery opened at Dudley’s museum in 2008 and 
includes medals, shirts and 18 England caps. 

Between 1952 and 1958, Edwards made 177 
appearances for Manchester United. 

He scored 21 goals and and won the league 
twice, in 1956 and 1957

Patient sent 
home too 
soon gets 
a payout 


A GRANDMOTHER received a six-figure pay¬ 
out from the trust which runs Dudley’s Rus¬ 
sells Hall Hospital after she became serious¬ 
ly ill following discharge. 

Margaret Rogers, aged 58, was left unable to talk 
and with no feeling in her limbs after initially being 


told she could leave hos¬ 
pital in 2007. Solicitors 
taking up he case claim 
if she had been kept in 
hospital on antibiotics 
she would have gone on 
to make a full recovery. 

On her first visit to Rus¬ 
sells Hall Mrs Rogers under¬ 
went a CT scan and lumbar 
puncture and was diagnosed 
with bacterial meningitis. 

After being given anti¬ 
biotics, she showed some 
signs of improvement and 
was discharged. 

Brain 

But her condition soon 
deteriorated and she was 
back in hospital at the start 
of October when it was dis¬ 
covered she had a brain ab¬ 
scess, her solicitors added. 

Mrs Rogers was trans¬ 
ferred to the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Bir¬ 
mingham and underwent 
brain surgery, but lost the 
ability to talk, lost feeling in 
her limbs and suffered regu¬ 
lar seizures. 

In August 2010, she was 
diagnosed with a tumour in 
her lower spine linked to her 
earlier issues. Her mobility 
was affected and her short¬ 
term memory was poor.

Mrs Rogers has now re¬ 
ceived a substantial com¬ 
pensation payout from the 
Dudley Group of Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust, 
which has apologised. 

She will also receive an¬ 
nual payments to support 
her needs. 

Following the settle¬ 
ment, Mrs Rogers said: “No 
amount of money will ever 
give me back the life I once 
had, but this settlement has 
allowed me and my family to 
achieve the very best quality 
of life I can. 

“It has been a very long 
and difficult few years.” 

Clare Langford, from 
Higgs and Sons solicitors, 
said: “It was our case that 
doctors should never have 
allowed Mrs Rogers home. 
Had she remained in hospi¬ 
tal, she would have made a 
complete recovery.” 

Dr Paul Harrison, acting 
chief executive at Dudley 
Group of Hospitals, said: 
“We would like to express 
our sincere apologies to Mrs 
Rogers and her family. 

“We can confirm that 
an amicable compensation 
settlement has now been 
agreed.”

New dish could leave 
chip shops squids in

IT is the traditional British 
takeaway on a Friday night. 
Fish and chips has been a na¬ 
tional favourite for decades. 

But lovers of cod and chips should 
enjoy it while it lasts, according to 
experts who claim it could disappear 
from menus and be replaced - by squid 
and chips. 

Squid, often called calamari after 
its name in old Italian, can currently 
be picked up as a fancy starter at up¬ 
market Italian restaurants or enjoyed 
on holiday abroad. But declining cod 
stocks could in future mean it will be 
added to the menu at chippies, along¬ 


side the pies, chicken, kebabs and 
tinned roe. 

The Mediterranean seafood dish is 
already available at Merchants Fish 
and Chips in Worcester Street, Stour¬ 
bridge. 

Opened four years ago, the 
award-winning chip shop brought 
squid onto the menu to offer more va¬ 
riety to customers, says manager Chris 
Preece. It sells for £4.70 a portion and 
is served with salad, a lemon slice and 
dip. 

Mr Preece said squid was rising 
in popularity but he thought it was 
doubtful, despite increasing fish prices 
and dwindling stocks of cod, that it 


would replace the traditional favour¬ 
ites. 

Lemon sole, haddock and plaice are 
more likely to replace cod as the num¬ 
ber one fish and chips choice, accord¬ 
ing to Mr Preece. 

Most squid is caught in China, fro¬ 
zen and sold to UK wholesalers. Mr 
Preece said it was defrosted, sliced into 
around a dozen thick rings, battered 
and then deep fried in rape seed oil. 

He added: “I think it is a wonder¬ 
fully light dish. It isn’t as heavy as a 
fish and chips which means it makes a 
perfect light meal with a glass of wine. 
Sales have been increasing.” 
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“Our company is owned and run by local tradesmen 
meaning the work is carried out properly and on time. 
We strive to keep our prices as low as possible in order to 
keep within the budget of retired, disabled and working 
families which make up 95% of our customers. ”

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Junior team 
in FA clash 
over strip 
sponsorship 


THE FUTURE of a children’s football team is 
in doubt after the FA ruled that a Black Coun¬ 
try nightclub cannot sponsor its kit. 

FA chiefs have said the two sponsors of Kings 
Heath Concorde FC’s youth teams - The Arena in 
Stourbridge and Birmingham tattoo parlour War- 
stone Body Art - breach its regulations. It means 
neither firm can have their names and logos on the 


team kits. 

When the decision was 
announced the future of the 
Birmingham club’s youth 
teams looked uncertain due 
to the cost of replacing its 
kits, but outraged support¬ 
ers have rallied round, with 
one even donating £500. 

Manager Russell Jukes 
said: “We decided to start 
the under eights and under 
10s for the first time this 
season. I wrote about 50 
letters to local businesses 
for support, but we didn’t 
hear anything back until a 
couple of parents came for¬ 
ward from Warstone Body 
Art and The Arena.” 

With these sponsors pro¬ 
viding the kits they needed, 
the youngsters kicked off 
their season only for a com¬ 
plaint to the FA to stop 
them in their tracks. 

Mr Jukes said: “There are 
lots of other teams around 
the country who are spon¬ 
sored by tattoo parlours, so 
there doesn’t seem to be any 
fairness. 

Expand 

“All we are trying to do 
is to get these kids off the 
streets and playing foot¬ 
ball,” he said. 

Before the FA’s sponsor¬ 
ship ban, the club had been 
looking to expand its youth 
team provision and planned 
to provide teams for those 
aged from six to 10 from 
March next year. 

Despite this setback, 
Mr Jukes is determined to 
go ahead with additional 
teams. 

Also disappointed by the 
FA’s decision is Michelle 
Clarke, general manager 
at The Arena on Hagley 
Road. She said: “We are re¬ 
ally upset. We are not only 
a nightclub. We have func¬ 
tion rooms and do all sorts 
of events, like kids’ dance 
shows. The nightclub is only 
a small part of our business. 

“We wanted to support 
the kids by buying their 
kit. We went with those 
from the tattoo studio to

do a presentation at their 
Christmas party and saw 
how happy all the kids were 
to be part of the team.” 

Sarah Shand, owner of 
Warstone Body Art, in the 
Jewellery Quarter, whose 
nine-year-old son Louie 
plays for the team, said: “I 
just think it’s an outdated 
decision.” 

At recent matches the 
under 10s used borrowed 
kit, while the under eights 
played with The Arena 
sponsorship taped over. 

Mr Jukes said they would 
be looking to find a solution 
over the Christmas break as 
the youth teams to continue 
into 2017. 

The Birmingham FA 
says the rules on what is, 
and what is not, appropri¬ 
ate advertising have been 
drawn up at a national level 
and have been in place for a 
number of years. 

Kevin Shoemake, chief 
executive officer of the Bir¬ 
mingham FA, said: “We 
are very sympathetic of our 
clubs and conscious of the 
efforts they go to to raise 
money for kit, venues, refer¬ 
ees, courses and other foot- 
ball-related expenditure. 

“But there are certain 
rules and regulations which 
clubs must adhere to, espe¬ 
cially youth clubs. In this 
instance the FA has adju¬ 
dicated and our hands are 
tied. 

“Certain things are clear - 
if it’s a pub, it’s a no. Others 
are more subjective, like a 
social club that has a creche. 

“We will consider these on 
an individual basis and refer 
to the FA for any further 
guidance if need be. “We 
would encourage any youth 
team considering a sponsor¬ 
ship deal, if they have any 
doubts, to contact us.”

Safety concerns raised 
at fire-hit former pub

£1.7m to fight homelessness 


A FIRE-damaged former pub 
is to be fenced off amid fears 
over its condition. 

The old Dolls House in New¬ 
bury Lane, Oldbury was left in a 
precarious state following the lat¬ 
est in a series of fires last month. 

Concerns were raised about the 
roof structure and that tiles and other 
material could fall from it. San dwell 
Council bosses have called for the 
building’s owners to take action. 

Council chiefs said structural engi¬ 
neers were investigating the derelict 
building to try to make it safer. For 
now, it will be fenced off to stop people 
from getting onto the site. 

Bosses said they would be looking to 
contact the owners of the site to serve 
a notice on them calling for action. 

Around 30 firefighters tackled the 
most recent blaze on December 11. 

The site has also been blighted by 
fly-tipping. 

Ward councillor Maria Crompton 
called for the owners to knock the 
building down. 

Demolished 

She said: “The best solution we feel 
is for this building to be demolished in 
the interest of safety.” 

Councillor Paul Moore, cabinet 
member for regeneration, said: “Peo¬ 
ple are rightly concerned that the 
owners of the property have left the 
building in this state and we have sent 
notices to them instructing them to 
deal with the problems. 

“We instructed them to remove 
and dispose of all rubbish on the site, 
to demolish and remove the smoking 
shelter and to improve the security of 
the building. 

“So far they have not responded to 
our demands and our legal officers are 
working on serving further notices in¬ 
structing them to deal urgently with 
the problems.” 


THE Government has confirmed fi¬ 
nancial support of £1.7million for 
Birmingham City Council’s efforts to 
prevent homelessness. 

The funding could help up to an ad¬ 
ditional 9,000 people by tackling the 
root causes that can lead to someone 
losing their home. 

Birmingham City Council leader 
Councillor John Clancy said: “We are 
delighted with the news that our ap¬ 
plication for the homelessness preven¬ 
tion trailblazer opportunity has been 


successful. It is particularly pleasing 
the government has recognised the 
ambition of our bid, which will be de¬ 
livered with a range of partners, help¬ 
ing people accessing our services to get 
back on their feet. 

“Now the funding has been secured, 
to support existing funding we have 
previously protected for homeless¬ 
ness, we are looking forward to work¬ 
ing with Solihull Council in tackling 
rough sleepers and youth homeless¬ 
ness through our programme.”

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Hippodrome keys are 
handed to campaigners 


THE keys to Dudley Hippodrome 
have been handed over to campaign¬ 
ers who helped save the historic ven¬ 
ue from demolition. 

The long-awaited moment finally 
came 78 years since the day the the¬ 
atre was first opened. 

Members of the Black Country 
Hippodrome group have spent years 
campaigning to save the Castle Hill 
landmark and can now begin work 
on transforming the venue and re¬ 
open to the public as a theatre for 
the first time in half a century. 

The group, which was started 
by Geoff Fitzpatrick and Malcolm 
Palmer, have been busy working 
with architects who are finalising 
preparations to refurbish the build¬ 
ing, which includes a large extension 
next to Trindle Road. 

Within the extension will be a new 
entrance, cafe and box office. 


A first floor bar and restaurant 
also features in the plan. 

But around £5 million needs to 
be raised by the group to ensure the 
Hippodrome can open again. 

Dr Paul Collins, chairman of the 
Black Country Hippodrome Limited, 
said, as the keys were handed over: 
“It’s been a combination of five years 
hard work and I’m accepting these 
keys on behalf of everyone who’s 
worked on this campaign. 

“We hope that the new hippo¬ 
drome will kick-start the rebirth of 
Dudley. 

“Hard work and fundraising will 
now begin to get everything together 
to begin work on the building which 
is now a robust shell and turn it into 
an open working vibrant theatre.” 

He added: “We’d like to thank the 
council for putting their trust in us.”

New transport app 
gets a regional trial 

THE West Midlands is the only place outside of Finland 
that will be trialling a new integrated transport system. 

The Whim app allows people to combine all their 
travel needs via their smartphone. 

The region will be the UK’s testing ground for Whim, 
an app which has been developed in Finland. The scheme 
is a collaboration between Transport for West Midlands, 
MaaS Global of Helsinki and transport providers. 

Whim aims to encourage people to use transport other 
than the private car by giving them a travel plan tailored 
to their individual needs. Users pay for what transport 
they think they will require - ranging from car hire to 
taxis, bus, tram and train travel - over the course of a 
month or on a pay-as-you-go basis. The app will also es¬ 
tablish the best journey routes and tickets deal. 

Councillor Roger Lawrence, lead member for trans¬ 
port at West Midlands Combined Authority, said: “This 
is a great idea to encourage people to consider how they 
get about other than with the private car.”

£lm fraud 
conman is 
found and 
locked up 

A FRAUDSTER who went on the run after the 
first day of his trial for a £1 million publishing 
con is finally behind bars. 

Michael Phelan, from Stourbridge, was discov¬ 
ered in a betting shop on the south coast after he 
absconded from court and went on the run for two 
months. 

In October he was found guilty in his absence and sen¬ 
tenced to seven-and-a-half 
years after failing to turn 
up on the second day of his 
trial at Birmingham Crown 
Court. 

The 61-year-old was ar¬ 
rested by Dorset Police in 
Bournemouth High Street 
and eventually started his 
prison sentence on Decem¬ 
ber 15. 

He had been convicted 
of 33 offences of fraud and 
theft for having run a busi¬ 
ness franchise con. 

It came following a 
lengthy investigation by 
trading standards’ national 
scam-busting team. 

Phelan, originally from 
Cardiff, used the name 
Mike Jones to dupe people 
into investing in his crooked 
scheme. 

He promised victims a 
guaranteed level of earn¬ 
ings and their money back 
within 12 months if they 
wanted to opt out. 

Recruited 

Victims were recruited 
to buy the rights to distrib¬ 
ute his books for between 
£4,750 and £79,000. How¬ 
ever, when they requested 
to see the books they were 
unavailable or the promised 
support never materialised. 

The scam ran for more 
than 10 years with making 
Phelan about £lm. 

During the trial, evidence 
was heard from more than 
30 witnesses from across the 
country who had invested 
money in the scheme. Many 
had been left bankrupt and 
even homeless. 

One victime from Black¬ 
pool, loaned Phelan £90,000, 
most of which was never

repaid and Phelan moved 
to the West Midlands. He 
soon started to again to re¬ 
cruit agents into his bogus 
scheme, operating out of 
Stourbridge and Brierley 
Hill. 

After he failed to return 
to court, claiming he was 
ill, inquiries showed he had 
cleared out the room he had 
been renting and the trial 
continued without him. 

Brought back to Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court after his 
arrest, he admitted an ad¬ 
ditional offence of failing to 
attend court whilst on bail. 
Phelan was sentenced to 
an additional six months in 
jail for that offence, to run 
consecutively to the initial 
term, making a total of eight 
years behind bars. 

Lord Toby Harris, chair¬ 
man of National Trading 
Standards, said: “I am 
pleased that Mr Phelan has 
now been brought to justice. 

“He operated a major 
fraudulent scheme. The 
scheme left his victims out 
of pocket and in many cases 
bankrupt or homeless.”

Ranbir ‘Nick’ Singh, 45, and 65-year-old Balwant ‘Bob’ Singh 
Bagrhia stockpiled thousands of tons of refuse they had been paid to 
take to landfill. 

The younger man, who lives at Goode Close, Oldbury, was jailed for 18 
months at Wolverhampton Crown Court in January 2014 after pleading guilty 


AN academy in the Black Country is 
celebrating after its Ofsted rating has 
risen from ‘requires improvement’ to 
‘good’ following its latest inspection. 

Bristnall Hall Academy in Oldbury 
was previously told in November 2014 
by the schools watchdog that it needed 
to improve, but now it has been com¬ 
mended in all areas, particularly for 
leadership, quality of teaching and 
outcomes for pupils. 

The new Ofsted report published 
this month stated: “The principal, sen¬ 
ior leadership team and governors are 


committed to making the school the 
best it can be. 

It continued: “Leaders’ work has 
led to demonstrable improvements in 
teaching, attendance, behaviour and 
outcomes.” 

Principal Vince Green joined Bris¬ 
tnall Hall Academy in September 
2014 and inspectors commented that 
his ‘inspired leadership has secured 
improvements’. The academy on Bris¬ 
tnall Hall Lane has 957 pupils on its 
roll aged between 11 to 18. It is part 
of the Academy Transformation Trust 


(ATT). Among the areas of concern 
during the November 2014 inspection 
was that not enough students had 
made consistently good progress since 
it opened as an academy. 

The latest report said: “Achieve¬ 
ment across the school has improved 
considerably since the last inspection. 
Consistently good teaching, supported 
by strong leadership and effective 
pastoral care, has led to improving 
outcomes for pupils.” The curriculum 
was also praised for preparing pupils 
for life beyond school.” 


to seven offences. His father - from 
Victoria Road, Oldbury - admitted 
four offences and received a 12-month 
suspended jail term. 

Last year Bagrhia admitted making 
£1.26m in six years before the racket 
was uncovered. His son agreed that 
the sum in his case was £846,000. 

But they have now shown a Pro¬ 
ceeds of Crime hearing at Manchester 
Crown Court that most of the cash and 
assets discovered by forensic account¬ 
ants to have passed through their 
hands was either legally earned or no 
longer available to be seized. 

Packed 

The father and son ran Langley 
Skip Hire that packed a site in Nel¬ 
son Street, Oldbury with 1,200 tons 
of rubbish. In September 2010 they 
expanded and started to pour up to 23 
lorry loads of waste a day into Butlers 
Yard in Parsonage Street. 

Fourteen months later it was filled 
with more than 3,000 tons of refuse 
and they moved to West Bromwich 
Street, Oldbury. 

Kate Oates Environment Manager 
with the Environment Agency said 
after the Proceeds of Crime hearing: 
“The Environment Agency has con¬ 
tinued to take legal action against Mr 
Ranbir Singh and Mr Balwant Bagh- 
ria. The former was ordered to pay 
£29,000 while his father was told to 
pay £10,000.” 

If the cash is not paid by March 19 
they each face three months in jail.

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Replacing collapsed wall 
will cost over £230,000 


A 12ft wall that collapsed 
over two years ago could 
cost council bosses more 
than £230,000 to rebuild. 

The wall fell into Stacey Close, 
Old Hill, in June 2014. Sandwell 
Council bosses have now said that 
they are looking to appoint a con¬ 
tractor to undertake the ‘major 
structural works’ in fear that it 
could collapse and ‘lead to serious 
injury or a fatality ’ 

The council report states that the 
anticipated value of the contract is in 
the region of £239,885. 

The wall also fell into the rear of 
Clyde Street, which caused problems 
for neighbouring properties. 

Orange barriers remained in place 
following the collapse but concerned 
resident, Robert Mooney, claimed ear¬ 
lier this year that despite several visits 
from council officers still nothing was 
being done. 

It was decided in October that the 
Sutton Coldfield Construction com¬ 
pany will undertake the work. 

Mr Mooney spoke of his delight that 
the issue was finally nearing a resolu¬ 
tion. 

Battle 

He said: “It has been a three year 
battle and I am happy that something 
will be done about this. 

“I have heard that work is expected 
to start in January, so we shall see. 
When it goes ahead, I will be very 
pleased.” 

The report to the council’s interim 
director of neighbourhood services 
states that six companies were sent 
the tender documents - with one es¬ 
timating a cost of around £422,000 for 
the repair work. 

It says: “The contract is required 
to undertake major structural works 
to the gardens, outbuildings, founda¬ 
tions and retaining walls at the side of

16 Stacey Close and the rear of Clyde 
Street Properties. The collapsed wall 
is in the ownership of Sandwell MBC, 
and therefore the council is responsi¬ 
ble for its upkeep.” 

Around 28 cubic metres of soil will 
be excavated per garden, including 
the demolition and replacement of one 
garage-workshop in the rear garden 
of one of the private properties as it 
is built next to the partially collapsed 
wall. 

Re-instatement works to the rear 


gardens once the retaining wall has 
been completed will include slabs to 
pathways and fences. 

A fence will also be installed on top 
of the new retaining wall. 

A section of the unadopted highway 
at the top of Stacey close will need to 
be removed and reinstated so that the 
concrete footing and retaining wall can 
be installed. 

Other repair options were also con¬ 
sidered by council bosses.

name. John Barrowman as tricky 
Dicky can’t let those all-too-easy 
gags remain unsaid. 

Super-showman Barrowman is a 
powerful singer and a decent hoof¬ 
er, and in no doubt of his own star 
quality. Tthe confident panto star 
dominates every scene he is in. 

He certainly has a rapport with 
tiny Janette Krankie, as Wee Jim¬ 
my, after appearing with panto 
veterans The Krankies at several 
Glasgow pantos. 

In one scene he ends up in bed 
with Wee Jimmy (which is wrong 


on so many levels) and Barrowman 
goes on to manhandle the 68-year- 
old comedienne in a frenetic 12 
Days of Christmas. I think I now 
know how it feels to cringe and 
laugh at the same time. 

Those who delighted in The 
Krankies’ panto appearances at 
Wolverhampton Grand will cheer 
the return of Wee Jimmy’s Picking 
On Me song and the transforma¬ 
tion into Ozzy Osbourne and ‘Mac- 
Donna’, pointy bra and all, singing 
about living ‘in a miniature world’. 

Andrew Ryan as Sarah The 
Cook is as much drag queen as 
panto dame but looks stunning in 
mind-blowing costumes and does 
have some of the best lines.

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TV brother, as EastEnder Steve 
McFadden plays King Rat with a 
whiplash tail and lots of villainous 
enthusiasm. 

Slack also gets the balance of 
friendliness, silliness and making 
fun just right when shepherding 
the children on stage for the sing- 
along scene.

It is anarchic and frequently hi¬ 
larious but does deserve a PG cer¬ 
tificate.

financially and to get to uni, she unfortunately 
passed away before I went on Britain’s Got 
Talent, she would have been proud.” 

Elaine Guy, also from the choir group, 
home-tutored Lucy free of charge to resit her 
GCSEs and take her A-levels so she’d get 
into music college. She’d failed her GCSEs 
fist time round down to the bullying she 
suffered.

L ucy Kay shot to fame 
when she sang her way 
to the final of Britain’s 
Got Talent in 2014. 

The 27-year-old’s singing career duly 
delivered, securing a record deal with Sony 
and then her debut album, Fantasia, shoot¬ 
ing to Nol on the classical music charts. 

She performed the national anthem for the 
2014 Community Shield football match at 
Wembley in front of 80,000 alongside one of 
the most iconic and influential performers in 
opera, Andrea Bocelli. 

She then topped off a remarkable year 
with a performance fit for royalty, singing in 
front of Prince Andrew, Sarah Ferguson and 
their two daughters along with a long line of 
A-listers at a private dinner held at Windsor 
Castle in aid of Children in Crisis. 

It has been a real rags to riches story 
for this year’s Wolverhampton pantomime 
princess. 

It wasn’t always glitz and glamour for the 
Leicester-born singer, who admits growing 
up was difficult without her father, who left 
when she was a baby, and bullies made 
much of her early life miserable. She said: 
“Growing up was a struggle, my childhood 
wasn’t one you’d hope for for your children. 
With my dad leaving when I was born, I took 
that hard and assumed it was my fault. 

“Apparently as I was growing up, I was 
always asking strangers, men, if they were 
my dad, which for my mum was really em¬ 
barrassing. From that, when I used to make 
friends I used to be more needy than most, 
people took advantage of that which set me 
up for being bullied. We moved to quite a 
poor area of Mansfield where I got bullied for 
being from a different area. 

“Then when I started singing, as it was 
classical, I got bullied for that too. 

“As well as the mental abuse, there was 
physical abuse, I have scars from cigarettes 
they put out on my chest. 

“It got to a point in my life where I thought, 
‘I’m not sure if I want to be here’, and it’s sad 
for a child to think like that.” 

While school bullies may have fulfilled the 
role of the cruel step-sisters as in Cinder¬ 
ella, there was a trio of strong women who 
stepped forward to play the role of the fairy 
godmother. Her mother, Glenis, proved to 
be a supportive role model throughout her 
youth and Lucy confesses it was her encour¬ 
agement which got her to where she is. 

Other contenders for the role include 
Pamela Cook, founder of Cantamus, the 
choir she would later join. “She helped me

£ Unfortunately, you have to go 
through some things to be free’, 
says Memphis-born Eric Gales. 

“Now, I feel the most free I’ve ever been in life, even 
more so than when I was a kid,” he opens up. “You gotta 
help yourself man, once you can help yourself you can 
genuinely help someone else.” 

His new album, Middle Of The Road, will be released 
on February 24. “It’s about being fully focussed and 
centred in the middle of the road. If you’re on the wrong 
side and in the gravel you’re not too good and if you’re 
on the median strip that’s not too good either, so being in 
the middle of the road is the best place to be.”

It was the 
first of 10 albums on a major label through a blistering 
career. He has released 14 studio albums in total ahead 
of Middle of the Road and a host of other collaborations, 
one of which led him to work with producer Fabrizio 
Grossi.

S ometimes it’s hard to be a 
Doctor Who fan... 

The past 12 months have 
been particularly difficult thanks to 
the fact that no full series of the 
much-loved drama had headed our 
way. Instead, we’ve had to make do 
with the Christmas special, which 
was a lot of fun, but it’s just not the 
same as having several adventures 
spread over a couple of months to 
get your teeth into. 

However, one little ray of sunshine 
was the appearance of Class, a 
spin-off available on BBC Three. 
Sadly, there are some of us who still 
can’t get to the grips of watching 
programmes online, or who don’t 
have the technology to watch it via 
our TVs, so we feel we’ve missed 
out. 

Thankfully, the Beeb has deemed 
it worthy of a proper, terrestrial 
broadcast, so three cheers for them. 

Of course, it isn’t the first time a 
Whovian spin-off has featured in the 
schedules. Way back in 1981 we 
were ‘treated’ to K-9 and Company, 
in which former companion Sarah 


Jane Smith (Elisabeth Sladen) was 
meant to embark on adventures with 
the Time Lord’s popular robot dog. 
Unfortunately, it turned out to be a 
lacklustre affair that didn’t get past 
the pilot stage. 

Sladen returned in The Sarah 
Jane Adventures 26 years later, and 
that was a success, running for five 
series until the actress’s death in 
2011 . 

And then there was Torchwood, a 
far more grown-up approach to sci-fi, 
which ran for four years; fans were 
devastated when it came to an end 
and long for it to return. It has, after 
a fashion, via Big Finish, a company 
that produces Doctor Who audio 
adventures. The company has also 
backed other spin-offs featuring 
characters from the series. 

Class may one day be a project for 
them too, but for now, it’s a visual 
feast written by young adult writer 
Patrick Ness, who said of the series 
before its first air date in October:

‘Truly, though, I can’t wait for 
everyone to see the show; we’ve 
worked so hard and I’m so proud of 
it.” 

Peter Capaldi added: ‘The Doctor 
Who family is growing, and it’s 
fantastic to be able to welcome the 
young new cast of Class in to the 
Whoniverse.” 

The main setting for the drama is 
Coal Hill Academy, which long¬ 
standing fans will be aware 
has been part of Doctor Who 
since its earliest days - it featured 
in the very first episode, An 
Uneathly Child, back in 1963, 
when it was known as Coal Hill 
School and was attended by the 
Doctor’s granddaughter, Susan. 

It’s appeared since too - it’s the 
school where Clara Oswald was a 
teacher. 

Now it’s Miss Quill (played by 
Katherine Kelly) who takes centre 
stage, along with four students who 
are entrusted by the Doctor to keep 
alien threats at bay. 

Fun and lively, it’s a must for 
Whovians of all ages.

It also benefits from 
an impressive communal kitchen and living 
room. Staying over is an excellent excuse 
to make use of both the Hayloft and River 
Room, where chefs make the best possible 
use of Bodnant’s ingredients. 

The menu is changed regularly to suit the 
seasons and boasts generous portions. Typ¬ 
ical dishes in the Hayloft include a ‘festival 
of Welsh lamb’, ‘soused Llandudno mack¬ 
erel’ and ‘peaches and Bodnant ice cream’ - 
all reasonably priced and served with wines 
from Bodnant’s own cellar.

“The idea behind The River Room is to 
combine fine dining with an informal atmos¬ 
phere. There is absolutely no pretence here 
- guests don’t need to worry about wearing 
a formal jacket or which cutlery to choose.” 


Just like the food, the service was first- 
class, with the knowledgeable waiter intro¬ 
ducing each dish and wine. 

Breakfast the following morning in the 
Hayloft restaurant was equally appetis- 
ing.The venue also boasts a function room 
for weddings and other events and the Welsh 
National Bee-keeping Centre - as well as its 
impressive Cookery School, which again pro¬ 
motes local ingredients.

New sport tourer's dynamic abilities 


RENAULT MEGANE SPORT TOURER, FROM £18,550 - £27,450 



The new car is longer and lower than its predecessor with the wheels set wider apart

Renault’s designers and engineers must 
have been working overtime, with the car 
making rolling out probably the newest 
range of cars in the market. 

The new Scenic, Grand Scenic and this 
model, the Megane Sport Tourer hit the 
streets of Britain at the same time. 

And these are not just minor upgrades - a 
new wing mirror here, a revamped grille 
there - but are virtually all new cars, with new 
designs, and some of the latest technology. 

The Sport Tourer doesn’t offer too many 
surprises, being a logical follow-up to the new 
Megane hatchback which first appeared five 
months ago. It is, of course, at the rear with 
its large and practical cargo space where the 
main difference lies. 

The range of petrol and diesel engines are 
well-proven - like the hatchback the range 
topper is the 205PS GT - and of course the 
Sport Tourer also comes with the unique four 
wheel steering system which both sharpens 
up the handling at speed and makes it easier 
to park. 

The new car is longer and lower than its 
predecessor, with the wheels set wider apart 
too, which both adds to the car’s sporty 
stance and creates more room inside. It can 
accommodate up to five adults in comfort, 
with a generous 521 litres of luggage space. 
With one or two on board and the rear seats 
folded, that leaves a large, square 1,504 litres 
of space for cargo. The boot floor has two 
positions, the higher one creating a flat load 
floor with space underneath for those items to 
be hidden from prying eyes. 

The first impression of driving the car is 
that it’s a very relaxing car: switchgear is 
logical and simple, its controls are light, it’s 
quiet, rides smoothly and its dynamic abilities 
inspire confidence. 


The first test car was a 1,500cc, HOPS diesel 
which may prove popular particularly with 
business users for its economy - an official 
average of 76.4mpg and 96g/km which makes 
it cheaper to run at the pumps as well as when 
your tax bill arrives. 

It’s performance figures (0 to 62mph in 
11.3 seconds) somewhat belies its real world 
abilities, both in terms of in-gear acceleration 
and laid back, unfussed cruising. If you’re 
regularly carrying heavy loads of people or 
cargo, the 130 turbo diesel might suit better. 
It’s a little quicker, of course, at little sacrifice 
in terms of economy (70.6mpg and 104g/km). 

For those who prefer petrol, the entry-level 
1.2 litre unit is turbocharged so it also offers 
130PS as well as a generous helping to torque 
to achieve that relaxed performance feel. 

The interior has a quality feel, with a fascia 
which is relatively simple and uncluttered 
despite the large number of the latest 
electronic safety and driver assistance 
systems, as many of them are controlled via 
the central touch screen. On higher grade 
models, the seven inch screen is replaced by 
an 8.7 inch, portrait style screen - a feature 
only usually found on much more expensive 
models. It’s clear and intuitive to use, much 
like a smartphone, and as well as a wide 
range of car system settings it controls 
the connectivity, audio and (where fitted) 
navigation system. 

It’s also the hub of the Renault ‘Multi-sense’ 
system which allows the driver to select 
throttle and engine response, engine sound, 
steering weight and ambient lighting, among 
other things, to suit them or the conditions. 

The 4Control system sets the Meganes 
apart. At lower speeds the computer 
controlled system allows the rear wheels 
to turn a couple of degrees in the opposite 
direction to those at the front, endowing it with 
the manouverabilty of a small city car. On the 


open road, the rear wheels turn by just one 
degree in the same direction as the front. It 
doesn’t sound much, but its ability to help 
the Megane tackle quick corners with extra 
stability and traction is noticeable. 

It’s one of those technical features you 
probably won’t think about, but it does add 
to the driving experience - none more so 
that on the sporting flagship of the range, 
the 205PS GT. We’re used to quick Meganes 
and this one doesn’t disappoint, with a 0 to 
62mph sprint time of just 7.4 seconds. Mated 
to Renault’s quick acting and intelligent six- 
speed automated dual clutch transmission, 


it’s in-gear performance impresses, too. 

The power plant is a 1,600cc petrol 
turbo, with a hefty 260Nm of torque at just 
1,750rom adding considerably to the 205PS 
of power when it comes to get up and go. 

Fuel consumption can average, according to 
official figures, a not unreasonable 47.1 mpg 
for a performance car, with a 134g/km of C02. 

It comes, of course, fully equipped as a 
flagship model with sporting additions such 
as full LED headlights, chrome sill plates, 
18-inch alloys, and leather upholstery, The 
suspension is uprated, too. 

Standard features across the range include 


a traction and stability control, understeer 
control, emergency brake assist, and six 
airbags. All but the entry level Expression+ 
model also have Renault’s Visio system which 
includes lane departure warning, traffic sign 
recognition and automatic high/low beam 
lights. Air conditioning is also standard, with 
dual zone climate control on higher grade 
models along with such features as automatic 
headlamps and wipers, parking sensors, 
adaptive cruise control, electrically adjustable 
and heated mirrors, and satellite navigation. 

All new Renaults come with a four year, 
100,000 mile warranty.

Increase 

“The site’s annual production volume will continue to 
increase over the coming years. To this end, we will be 
investing heavily into the location, expanding Kvasiny into 
a competence centre for the production of SUV vehicles 
among other things. 

“We have recently reached an important milestone 
in this regard by launching production of the Skoda 
Kodiaq.” 

The Kvasiny plant has a tradition spanning the last 80 
years, and is one of the most important employers in the

CANNOCK & Burntwood Taekwondo 
Club is thriving at is nears 20 years in op¬ 
eration. The club, which operates from 
schools in Cannock and Burntwood, 
continues to provide a hub for training 
world-class athletes and beginners in 
the martial art. 

Master Sean Hardwick has been running 
the club since 1997, putting on sessions for 
children and adults of all abilities at Cannock 
Chase High School and Erasmus Darwin Acad¬ 
emy in Chasetown.

Earned 

“I run adult classes and then do classes for children 
as well, going from beginners to those who are going 
to a lot of competitions.” 

He added: “A lot of martial arts clubs are dying out 
in this day and age but I reckon there are around 150 
children I teach, and around 70 adults. 

“When I started out, all I wanted to do was teach 
adults but you get more enrichment from teaching 
the children - it’s really big for them and you get a 
massive boost from seeing them do well.” 

Now a sixth degree black belt, Hardwick got his 
first taste of martial arts when he took up judo. 

He earned the grade of seventh kyu and had a brief 
period practising karate before moving on to boxing 
- he stayed at Wolverhampton ABA, based at Willen- 
hall Road until 1984. 

A year prior to leaving ABA he got involved with

taekwondo, and has never looked back. Judo was the 
first thing and it went through to taekwondo,” said 
Hardwick. “I started taekwondo in Cannock back in 
1983. 

“I started competing internationally and then took 
the club over. When I took over, there were 17 stu¬ 
dents. It is very, very popular now. 

“I am doing four lessons a night, four days a week 
and then it tends to be competitions over the week¬ 
end. 

“I like to spread four sessions over one night and 
get them all there and involved. I have some assistant 
instructors who help me out with it all as well.” 
Hardwick runs sessions on four nights every week 

- Mondays and Wednesdays at Erasmus Darwin 
Academy, Pool Road, and Tuesdays and Thursdays 
at Cannock Chase High, Hednesford Road. 

The nights are typically split into four different 
categories, with beginner classes for children running 
from 5.30 until 6.15pm. 

An advanced class for children will then go until 


7pm, with adults of a mixed ability then going 
through until 8pm. A session of extra sparring and 
training lasts until 8.30. 

The club had a group of students find success on 
the big stage over the summer, with Billy Palmer, 
Dominic Price and Henry Hardwick - Sean’s son - 
among those claiming medals at the TAGB World 
Championships. 

The competition was held at the Barclaycard Arena 
in Birmingham and there were 3,700 competitors 
from more than 40 countries. 

Palmer, aged 17, claimed gold medals in black belt 
middleweight sparring, individual and team. 

Price, 11, also managed golds in yellow belt middle¬ 
weight - both individual sparring - while Hardwick 
took silver in black belt heavyweight. 

Progress 

“Every single big tournament we have been at we 
have had world champions,” said Hardwick. “The 
three lads who did so well at the last one have all 
been with me since the age of five, so I have seen them 
progress and work to become the top-class athletes 
they are now. 

“Billy Palmer is 17 and we have got really high 
hopes for him. Of course, taekwondo is an Olympic 
sport so you could not rule it out - him being there 
one day. 

“The next big competition is the British Champion¬ 
ships at the Derby Velodrome and we have got plenty 
going down there and having a go.” 

Hardwick readily admits taekwondo is a huge part 
of his life and added: “My wife’s a black belt, my 
children have black belts - it is very much a family 
thing.”
